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AARHUUS 

Aarituus is the largest anti the second <ddest. city in Don- 

murk It has a po|nilution of 90,<X)»l, and is the capital of the pari 
of I lie cuuulry culled Jutland. 

Jutland itself is divided into rwo districts, Randjers and Aar- 
hiivis^ whjcii in Demuurk are known as Amtn. A^irhuus Anil 
should not he confused with the city of Aarhuua. 

The shallow harbor, protected by a brcakwatiir; was built iJt> 
in 1890. From this haven, ships move dii'ectly into the KArrixiAT 
Ixuind for Copiudiagen, or for Sweclisli ports. Bail connections 
to Aarlimis are via the Danish Stale BaiJway, 

Business in Aarhuus is largely concerned with gntiii and cattle 
trading, but there are uLso big inditstrial establisluneiils. Iron- 
founding, conoii^spinning, shipbuilding and otlier maiiu fact tiring 
add to the city^s ecmiomic importance. 

Anrhutis is ohh Since 948 A. D. it has l)cen the headquarters 
of local bishops. For weatheivd sioue and old nrchiteclnre, the 
13th century Cathedral will butisfy your eye for ancietil land- 
marks. 
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The uutstnruliiig !i«trat<ioj» in Aarhiiiis, however, is the medieval 
Ou) Town, wliid. has heen i-mmstviieled alnxfel «!xaetl.v the way 
it lociketl t:eiituric» ng<». If is. <>uldoov iimseuni. 

Here you ««i uti-oU nnionu U»e charming, half-timbered hinUl- 
iiig8, and fe«'l timt you liave stopped hack in tune to unolhor era. 
The mills, houses ami diojis are cimipletely furni^ed inside with 
nntkpic furnishings and e<iuipmeiu used in tluwe bygone Unite*. 

At llie Minuepakkxn. you may he pleased to discover an outdoor 

circus. A row'-giirdoii iieiu-by is worth a visit.

He fore tills (here were not only nil sorts of wide sidewalks, 
fecJmlcd paths and urlnit'S. hut coucert hails, dniice hulls, fashion* 
uhle, scmi-fiusliionalde and (lot-ut-alUfu-sInonahk* cafes. On the 
hike were boat.s and imw the foimtaiiw played colored lights, and 
hands iinmded, acrobats perfornied on an oj>en air stage, and 
twice a day a thoiisanrl (leople crow'ditl in from, of tlie Peaewk 
Theatre. Those in front .sal doteu and those behind hired peri- 
ficopes to watch (he iiei’fonmmcc. whicli was not slapstick coniedv 
hut witty chiS-sif mimicry. Behiinl the :Ui<licnce stood the bust 
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uf H clown willi while rulf and cockwl eyebrows and red ptiinled 
muutli. This was not an imaginary |x*rfitm, but Niels Henrik 
Volkcrsen. who for many years was the Iw-loved Pienot of Tivoli. 

Although Tivoli had roller coatsters, shooting galleries, etc., it 
has never Ijeen like Coney Island, or any olher oimisiitnenl park 
in the United Suites. It has been a hoinedike, well-l)e!nived and 
orderly place, where college jirofeseors as well as working men, 
well-bred young girls ns well as tourists in .searcli of an evening a 
enjoyment, could all find divei-sion aceording to iheir tastes and 
in no way disturb each oilier. 

Just to wander aiotmd ( he streets of Copeiihageu is to find plenty 
of diversion. , . ,

The OnYinxrmK has u summer garden outside and a winter |jpir- 
den with a crystal dome iiwide, whei*e if is very pleasiint to sit or 
.siroll. Besides many other things, it has the most splendid col- 
lection of antiipie portrait.> in murhie in the world, and the hirg:est 
colleclioit of French sfciilpture outside of It has a whole 

room flevote<l to Oaiiptiii, who nnaried a Danish wife l>efore he 
went to the South Seas to paint his famous C4invases of tropical 
scenes and people. 

The National MusEtt^f is5ui well arranged that it is passible t«> 
find the exhibits which are of special interest to you* and not to 
get exhaust e<l walking through others. 

\ oil cannot fail to l>e fascinateil by the ethnographical rooms. 
Nowhere else in the world is there arranged such a complete pan- 
oniiilic history <»f the Northern tribe's, many of which no longer 
exist. Since (Ireenland is a colony of Denmark, and sixty times 
larger than the niotherland, the section called Little Grwnland 
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is espei'ially complete. Tliern are genuine sunuiier tents of seal- 
skin luid a genuine winter rock house with its entrance lower limn 
the floor to keep out the cold. In order to show the eonsirucihin. 
with its cantilever arch, it is without the nirf wliich is usually 
piled on the outside or the skins which u.sually C4iver the inside, 
Theiv are case^ of whale hunting costumes, li»pogruphical maps 
in wood, coats made of Itird skins, etc.
